1. Applicant's amendment filed on May 10, 2004 is acknowledged. However the 
amendment will not be entered because the amendment raises new issues that require further 
search and consideration. Specifically, the amendment to the claim to recite "only " one 
transcription unit changes the scope of the invention by narrowing the claimed invention in 
scope. This limitation in the concept of the claims was not previously search in the prior actions.
